That ali this time We never denped any one thing that by 
the Law we were required to grant, oz asked one thing 
but what by the known Law was unqueſtionably Dur 
own Chat We earneſtly pꝛelled and deſireda-Treaty, that 
We might b it know at what pꝛice we might pzevent the 
miſeries and defolation which were thzeatned ; That 
this was abſolutely and —— refuſed and rejected, 
and We compelled, with the allitance of ſuch cf Our good 


Subjects as came to Our ſuccour, to make uſeof Dur 


defenſive Arms ſoꝛ the ſafety of Our Liſe, and pzeſerva- 
tion of Our Pollerity. what hath ſince paſſed; That 
battell hath been given Us, Our own Perlon, and Our 
Childꝛen endeavoured to be deſtroyed; That unheard-of 
p:efitures have been exerciſed upon Our pooꝛ Subjects. 
by Rapine , Plundering, and Jmpzifonment, and ihat 
conta ſton which is ſince bꝛought upon the whole excellent 
frame ot Government of this Kingdom, is the diſcourſe 
of Chuſtendem. we are very far from making a warre 
wkh, 02 againſt Our Parliament, of which we Our 


. Selfare an eſſentiall part; Our pꝛincipall quarrell is fo: 


tre Paiviledges of Parliament, as well thoſe of the tuo 
Douſes. as Our own - if a ſew perſons had not by arts 
and foꝛce firff aw ed, and then dꝛiven away the reſt, theſe 
dillerenceg had never ariſen, much lelle had they ever cazye 

to ſo blood a deciſion. l 
we have often acc ed theſe Perſons againſt whom 
* ur 
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Our quarrell is, and deũre to bꝛing them to no other trt- 
all, then what by the Law of the Land they ought to be 
tryed by. And we have been compelled to take up thele 
defenſive Arms oz the ſafety of Dur Lite, allaulted by 
Robellious Arms, the delence of the true refozmed P20-
